I ha>^ noticed many police, always 
amed. roaming the streets of the two 
main cities in the country, Lorenco 
Marques and Beira and have always fell 
the tikelihood of police surveillance. 
PIDE (Policia Intcrnacionalc dc Defense 
do Estado}—the Mozambique police—

Every lawycj' and Judge knew, 
however,, that fair and reasonable 
methods of police investigation would 
have been seriously hampered if the 
police had been punctilious in observing 
strictly the requirements of this Rule. 
Il has been honoured more in the breach 
than in the observance and for many 
years Judges have winked at the fact 
by refusing lo hold evidence inadmis¬ 
sible though obtained in contravention 
of tho rule. 

In ibis comment, and the con¬ 
clusion “If the principles contained 
in this code are right they should 
be made enforceable. Otherwise 
one must recognise that, like the 
old Rules, they must turn out to 
be more of theoretical than practical 
imporiance"—the Gitardian admits, 
but lacks the courage to say so rha( 
there cem be no justice for all in a 
srKicty founded on social and econ¬ 
omic injustice.

INDUSTRIAL NOTES 


‘INDUSTRIAL ANARCHY’ AT ROUTES 


Tho reconl sacking of 270 final 
assembly workers at the Roolcs 
Linwood plant (they now have been 
reinstated) was an attempt by the 
management lo force a showdown with 
their employees. The reason given for 
the sackings w'as thal these men had 
been practising what has been described 
as “industrial anarchy". What they 
actually mean is that because of a 
grievance over pay, these men had been 
packing up before the end of their 
shift, after they had completed whul 
they thought was the right number of 
hours for the wages ihey received. 

Ever since the Linwood plant was 
opened Inst year, RtHitcs have continually 
tried to increase produdion without 
paying increased wages. They set a 
target of 3.UO0 cars a week for last 
uutuuin: this has never been reached, 
I iie nimiagernent has ollcred pay in¬ 
creases lied to pioducliun. 

Last Lebruury they said they would 
consider 'laIking money" if u largei ol 
2.n<)U cars was readied. Actually, this 
target could have heau uehieved hut foi 
as the stewuTfJs fiuinied out pool 
orgiirtising of mutfiriu! delivery ami 
Incakdowfis of plaid Tu prove their 
pitiiil figures for pri>^hu;l|iin were lutted. 
During that week tJ^Wl cirs were pro¬ 
duced but 17 lioiiiN had been lost owing 
In hreakdifcwjih ami h*vlt tjf materials.

the union leadership. At Whitsun both 
Mr. Les Kealey, the Transport and 
General Workers LJnion national ofiker 
for engineering, and Mr. John Boyd, 
a member of the Amalgamated Engin¬ 
eering Union executive, went lo Lin¬ 
wood to address mass meelings. They 
appealed to the workers to end their 
unofiicial actions which had often 
brovighl production to a standstill and 
called for co-operation with Rootes for 
increased production. Another factor 
was that the holidays were due in a few 
weeks' lime. It was obvtou^i that the 
unions wouldn't come out strongly 
against the dismissals, and with holidays 
due loss of wages would be an added 
deterrem against striking. 

With tho nows of the dismissids Mr. 
John Miller, Ronfrew disiricL secretaiy 
of the T.Cj.WML. recommended that 
Ihero should bo a "temporary takeover'' 
of the assembly line by the other w'ork^ 
ers. I'ho convenor of all shop steward 
Mr. Jim Boyle, gave his support to this 
plim. Allhuugh priiducliou was re¬ 
duced the liSHcmbly was ic-startcd on the 
following Monday, manned by workers 
from other sections. The pvirpose of 
this move, according to the Tsfi.Wtf 
(ilUciub. was to prevent the mamigemenl 
taking on new men for assembly work. 

This move was greeted by the lustKige- 
11 lent with this: "Lhis consiiiictive and 
lesponsihle decision is veiy much appie- 
ciuied by the mamvgemcnl, which will 
be able in continue Its cllorts to main- 
lain e m ploy men i for all cmplovccs at 
Ihe plant, 'fhi.s h Ihe main ohieclivc 
and imuiedialc problem at the present 
time. 

"M<ive.s ft re now being made to 
arrange a private and informal meeting 
between maiiagcmenl and the officials 
oi live tiade union conceracd in otdei 
lo discuss the gene ml siumtuvn." 

The 270 sacked men, all members of 
the TXt.W.lL. w'ere of course very 
disappointed by (Ivik move. They quiie 
rightly 111 ought they had been let down. 


lu fact there has been general dissatis¬ 
faction, not only about their production 
bonus over which they uxik action, but 
over the very nature of their work. 

These assembly workers have been 
specially trained by Rootes, many having 
never worked in a car factory before. 
Their previous jobs, as one said, w'erie 
"^every sort of job—the butcher, the 
baker, the candlestick maker''. They 
said their work was very hard, especially 
with ihe management continually speed¬ 
ing up the fine. [Tm not certain now, 
but at one lime workers known as 
"floaters'" were hardly in existence. This 
means that if a man leaves the line to 
go to the toilet there is no "noatcr" to 
fill in for him. When he returns he 
is loaded up with work, which causes 
li stoppage in the line.] A dismissed 
worker called the main assembly linv^ 
*lhe Steel monster". "Ifs rough, physi¬ 
cally and moiiiatly, having to keep up 
with the track, mid ihe tedium gets you 
dosvn". 

The dismissed men felt that they 
ought to he getting more money becauso 
of the naime of (heir work and the fact 
that they never have had the same 
oppoituntties as other sections to in- 
ereafUi their earnings with oveitinic. 

OLivitiiisly Rnotes are only interested 
in continually increasing their oulput 
of cars dming ihe present boom in tho 
induslry. They want also to achieve 
ihis as cheaply as possible, Ihiis increas¬ 
ing their own profits. These men have 
thougiu didercntly. 

But, important as higher wages may 
be. there arc other aspects, like control 
over job conditions. The tedium of the 
job could be reduced by working on m 
rotary system. More control over tha 
acliml running of the job, even to tho 
exienl of some form of contract for 
work produced, with ihe workers tham- 
selves planning production and running 
the assembly line accordingly. This 
t>pe of thing wifi not be won by the

COM EON E showed a cutting from

TOC by name and mrsteproentcd whal 
I had wTittcn two years ago. They 
featured an article with a corny picture 
of poEice-and-anarchists in orw corner 
In order to give some substance to his 
own half-baked ideas on anarchists, the 
journalist had delved into my wntc-up 
of a research {The Amtnbhf PmotitilrTy 
Anarchy |2>. He misrepresented things 
so wildly that I was justifiably irritated, 
and started perming a letter to the 
Editor of the Sutitffn' ri/ucs, protesting 
agatnst such factual misrepreseniaison 
But i never sent the letter: that would 
have been falling into the trap. 

The extent of the gross mtsreportage 
may he gathered from the fact that they 
did not even bother to report correcily 
where my article was published—they 
attributed it to Freedom. 1 can well 
imagine the journalist who sent m the 
copy grtunbling to the sub-editor who 
mangled it—"You might at least have 
left my reference to ANARtVHA'.—that was 
the truth anywRyj," and the sub-editor 
retorting, "What docs it matter, you 
fussy twirp? Our readers wouldn't know 
one from t'other." 

Had I written a letter of protest to 
the Stindoy Times;. 1 know^ very well 
what would have happened. They would 
have cut out whatever portion of it 
would garble my meaning most. We all 
know the Rect Street technique; if they 
report that you say you have decided 
to stop exposing yourself in Hyde Park, 
you protest at your peril. )f you deny 
ihc whole of such a report, they will 
Then report.

feeble effort, 

1 supposo that I should be thankful 
that the ariicj^ cCtdaincd no referenocs 
to doaks. Wide,brimmed hats or bombs. 
It was not even suggested that 1 investi¬ 
gated Lhjs aspect of anarchism, which is 
certainly Hie bc^i-publiciscd by the nat¬ 
ional press. It so funny ha-ha that 
it appears with monotonous regularity 
in newspaper wolc-ups of anarchism, 
the journalist noting with surprise that 
the anarchists were not dressed in , . . 
etc. 

What of the future—do we ever en¬ 
visage getting any sort of "fair" treat¬ 
ment by the organs of mass communi¬ 
cation V 1 do not think so, nor do 1 
think that we have any right to expect 
it. Journalism tieing what it is no-one 
E:an count on getting "fair" trcaimcnl. 
Treatment changes with the times, it is 
true: 4tJ years ago it was the fashion 
for the ncw.'ipapers to impute pei^sonal, 
physical unclcan-nciis lo Bolsheviks, 
People of Communist persuasion, Rus¬ 


sian or British, were automalically sup¬ 
posed to be averse lo w’ashing-—this was 
very funny ha-ha. Nowadays no news¬ 
paper allributes insanitary personal 
habits TO Mr. Krushchev or to Mr. 
Piilme Duitc, and I do not suppose that 
most readers would "get the point" H 
such a reference were made. V'ct 1 do 
not think that nowadays treatment Is any 
more "fair", according to the polilical 
slant of the paper. 

Some anarchists want very much to 
be "taken ^ously" by the national 
presi. This attitude is. I think, mis¬ 
taken. It would he nice if millions oi 
people were presented with a simple, 
undistoited picture of anarchism, 
wouldn't it? But if it were to appear 
in the Daily Telegraph, readers would 
wonder what the catch was. Was^ it. 
perhaps, a cunning advertisers' announ- 
cemern designed to combat the naiinn- 
ttiiiation of British Steel? I am afraid 
that wc must do our propaganda the 
hard way, in journals like Freedom, and 
on soap-boxes mthcr than in the pulpits 
of churches.

Tory Party is after all only one pun 
Tho successive headings His-lory, CoB- 
•ierva-Loiy, Ora-tory, Defama-tory repre¬ 
sent one pun repeated four times, and 
in fact it is repeated thirty-nine times, 
with the addition of s-tor>% which is a 
slightly different pun but does nothing 
to brighten the series. and "Lab" 

arc not always prc-lixes: there are words 
like F-lab-bcrgast and G-lib, But one 
has the unfortunate feeling that These 
irregular puns are added lo make the 
list of routine puns longec. The worst 
example of a word incorporating "Lib" 
for the purpose of joking about the 
Liberal Party is "Lib-crar'l 
Occasionally the Plan is left, so that 
a good joke which can’t be forced into 


iho plan can be used. For example 
“onc-scvcnih of all tlieir (i.o, the Libs) 
MPs live in the Orkneys away from the 
mainsireum of puliiical persuasion," If 
the Plan had been used as a kind of 
introduction, then iibandoned, the general 
effect might have been happier. 

On the whole, however, 1 enjoyed 
the writing.

Strike-bound Higeria 

Last October the Nigerian government 
set up a commission to draw up a new 
minimum wage structure. I'he conimis- 
sion's report was submitted to the 
government last month. 

Because of governmental delay in 
announcing the commission’s findings 
aoid its own decisions, a countrywide 
strike was called by the Joint Action 
Commilice of the Nigerian iotbour 
Movement. The ririke first slurlcd on 
iune 1st in ihe ports and on the mil- 
ways.

POLITICS WITHOUT PRINCIPLES 


curreni political scene must 
be e^lftmely disheartening for 
those who try lc analyse rt in terms 
of a clash of ideas betw’een the "‘free 
world"' and the Russian blcKk, or 
the “sociaUsi world** and their 
capitalist cEicniics. Jn Vicinam 
there is a direct confronlation be¬ 
tween two military' governnients, 
one armed by the Chinese govern¬ 
ment and the other by the American* 
neither of wliich has any interest in 
the freedom or welfare of the 
peoples of that unfortunate country. 

However, throughout the rest of 
the world, the appareni homogeneity 
of the blocks has quite obviously 
evaporated. The attempts of the 
Rumanian govemmem lo achieve 
national independence in its econ¬ 
omy has excited the interest of the 
financiaf imeresis in Britain and 
.Ajnerica who will undoubtedly ex¬ 
ploit every possible opening to shake 
up the East European economy so 
that they will be able to share in 
its exploitation. This has apparent¬ 
ly surprised some commentators 
who suggest that it Is incongruous 
for America to be pushing trade 
with a “communist” state while at 
the same time trying to interfere 
with British dealings in Cuba 
However, it is only surprising when 
looked at in the terms of “free 
world” ideology w'hich the press 
has been pouring down out Ihroats 
for the last twenty years. In terms 
of finance and power it is quite 
simple. Just as the Rumanian 
economy is of interest to Russia as 
a market, and a source of raw 
materialst which the Russians want 
10 dominate quite irrespective of 
communism or capitaiism^ Cuba has 
the same attraction for the Ameri¬ 
can financiers* and the anger of 
Johnson and Rusk when Leyland 
Motors gel an order in Cuba, and 
are obviously building up a power¬ 
ful interest in a market from which 
U,S. motor manufacturers are shut 
out, has far more m common with 
such domestic affairs as the Ameri¬ 
can bid for the Rootes Group 
shares w'hicb made financial head¬ 
lines during the week, than it has 
with other aspects of international 
pofittcal affairs. 

In the same way* the British and 
Russian governments are not al the 
moment directly involved in Viet¬ 
nam, akhougb they would both no 
doubt dearly love to get a finger in 
the pie* while the British and not the 
Americans are busy in a murderous 
war against the South Arabian 
tribesmen for their little oil inter¬ 
ests in which the Americans have 
no interest, having made sure of 
1 heirs elsewhere in the Middle East. 

n is against this background of 
intrigue in which national allies in 
one economic dispute become 
tfiemies in another, that the more 
dramatic activiiies of the cold war 
are played out* and against which 
they have to be interpreted. While 
for the past two weeks the Observer 
has regaled its readers with Anthony 
Sampsons latest essays in super¬ 
ficiality, in the shape of descriptions 
of what he was allowed to see of 
the inside of some American rocket 
launching bases* the libera! pr^s 
has been welcoming the apparcni 
split between Rumania and the 
^vict Union as a step forward in 
interna li anal relalions. 

What then are the important 
fe^diurees of the political scene, the 
apparent implacable hostility be- 
tween the U.S.A. and U*S.S.R 
dcmonslrated in the nuclear arms 


race and its attendant horror, which 
has provoked the most encouraging 
signs of resislaiKe to show them¬ 
selves in the past twenty yean* or 
the complex of bargaining and 
power t^litics* the intemational 
lake,, overs* jockeyiRg for position 
on Cyprus and in Arabia,* planning 
for influence in Africa that is in¬ 
dulged in continually by all states 
and corporations? This latter aspect 
of the pow'er struggle is less drama¬ 
tic ihan the fiot because it doesnU 
conluin the seeds of the possible 
destniciTon of the world and the an¬ 
nihilation of the human race in one 
fell swoop* but it is comributing to 
thousands of people dying every' day 
on minor baitlefields scattered 
throughout The w^orld* to the pro¬ 
duce of millions of workers being 
squandered on arniamcnts and mili¬ 
ary expenditure while two-thirds of 
the people in he world are going 
without adequate food* and to a 
hundred and one other factors that 
make life oppressive for most of the 
inhabitants of the world. The live- 
lihotKi and conditions of work of 
the motor workers is determitied 
by their employers need of them, 
which is in turn dependent on 
markets, rather than by the risk of 
intetmtionaJ war breaking out in a 
particular crisis spot. The people 
of Cyprus are dying and bring 
urivcu figm thrii Eiouies now 
consequence of a power struggle 
between two state.s, and it is this fact 
which makes the situation intoler¬ 
able and not its effect on N AT.O., 
or the supposed threat of interven- 
ijon by the great powers. 

The. results of this approach to 
power politics are dear. If om 
thinks that the prime stuff of inler- 
mitiona) alfairs arc what the daily 
newspapers present them as* real 
battles round the conference table 
at which the fates of nations arc 
decided, then at best the only hope 
is to bombard the statesmen with 
resolutions* and at worst* more 
realistjcally. one might as well give 
up poljiical activity altogether. On 
the other hand, if the view outlined 
above, that international politics is 
nothing more than a projection into 
diplomatic language and formalism, 
of the rackets of national and inter¬ 
national economic exploitation, be¬ 
ing carried out everywhere by states 
and private groups, then the method 
of resisting it must lie with the work¬ 
ers themselves, not ignoring the H- 
bcmib and colonial affairs in any 
way. but becoming conscious of the 
possibilities for a better life that 
could be achieved by taking the 
powder out of the hands of the bosses 
in their own “fields, factories and 
workshops” and clearing up the 
mess at its source, rather than com- 
pliiinina about its symptoms.

ment as a free and social human 
being* whereas power and material 
reward are corrupting—destructive 
—elements. Wc know that it is 
difltcult to prove such statements 
beyond all doubt, though we would 
submit that individual exceptions 
only serv^e to prove the rule. Are 
we cenain, for instance, that the 
intelligences that make scientific 
discoveries for gain and more often 
than not. under the aegis of miUiary 
devclo^ient* would lose their 
scientific curiosUy if the facilities 
were available without the material 
privileges? Adulation* privilege and 
status are the values of our divided 
society which values, however, have 
never prevented genius from ex¬ 
pressing itself, whatever society may 
have done to destroy ii. The con¬ 
cept that some individuals are in¬ 
tellectually and economically more 
important than the rest of us may 
well be true hi fact but negative if 
one applies to them the capiialisl 
“laws” of supply and demand. To 
reward “deeds” is as self-defeating 
as administering a class-divided 
society* Not only does it become 
necessary to create a complicated 
system of economic “differentials''; 
but in doing so one creates a con¬ 
flict of interests, a new dimension 
to work, money* production, com¬ 
munications and human values 
What one may gain by the incentives 
which spur a minority b* in the 
long run, more than cancelled out 
by the conflicts* restrictive practices 
and work-Lo-rule, which are part 
and pared of the disunited—that b 
the capilalbt* privileged and authori¬ 
tarian—society* Of course the 
authoritarian society "works” but 
this is not proof Utat it is either 
efficient or desired by a majority of 


the people. It has existed every¬ 
where for a very long time: every¬ 
body is conditioned to it W'hile at 
the same time having lo fight in in 
pure seif-defence. And this ex¬ 
plains the amhivalence of public 
opinion to the State and its instru¬ 
ments of power, the police* the Law, 
the armed forces and privilege. 


gUT if the public is fickle and 
’^mixed-up” what reason is 
there to suppose that the Law 
attracts men of superior qualities? 
Especially when the Law. if any¬ 
thing* exists to proteci the privileges 
of a few rather than the rights of 
everybody* Because the public is 
divided at all levels^the rich fight 
the rich, ihe wage earners squabble 
over differentials—they have been 
unable to agree among themselves 
on rules of conduct in their daily 
lives which are acceptable to every¬ 
body. Thus the need for rule- or 
law- enforcers not as an integral 
pan of society but as a force out* 
side and above it. And the public 
servants become its masters. The 
Challenors (how many are there in 
the police force who have yet to be 
upset by an awkward customer?) 
can break the rules of procedure 
confident that the judges wiU *'wjnk 
at the fact"; for they* like the judges* 
have long since discarded the notion 
that their function is to serve iho 
public, and have become a Law 
unto themselves. The lerribk lesson 
of the Chalicnor case b that an ob¬ 
vious paranoic was at large un¬ 
noticed by his colleagues and 
superiors, though it wm obvious to 
Donald Rooum at their first meet¬ 
ing* thus leading one to I he coih 
dusion that parduoia is an ocew- 
parional disease among 
job is to sir in judptmem over 
fellow' beings.

I want to make some comments on the 
letter of John Pilgrim in the issue of 
May 23td. 

First of all: as far as t understand. 
Comrade Pilgrim doesn't like the "type 
of bickering that has occasionally 
marred the pages of the paper" and he 
wants to eliminate itself and to sort 
itself ooi in an interniil paper. Now 
I can only speak for myself, but 1 
became attracted to anarchism—apart 
from my own dissatisfaction w'iih both 
the reformist Peace Movement and 
Marxism—through reading Freudom last 
year in London, and especially through 
some letters and personal articles (T 
remember Jack Stevenson's "Anarchism 
and me'—was it lhal7“Somc by S. E. 
Parker on individua) ism and some of 
the "bickerings" between pacifists and 
non-p^ici fists.) Era afraid—and hope 
therefore that t misunderstand John 
Pilgrim—that he wants to see some¬ 
thing like a serious and respectable 
official shopwindow of the anarchist 
movement in Britain, instead of leaving 
Freedom as it is (since anarchists don't 
need such Siirt of official organs like all 
the stupid left-wing sects): an open- 
forum for every anarchist who has some¬ 
thing to say. whether he is an anarcho- 
sociologist, anarcho-realist or just an 
old-fashioned anarchist* someone who 
believes in the simple irutli that the 
world should be ow'ned by all people 
who arc living in it, in freedom and 
justice, and that therefore no government 
and no State should exist. 

This sounds rather simple, but 1 belong 
lo that mixed crowd of self-styled an¬ 
archists whose beliefs are simpie. I 
don't care about the life as the scientists 
think: it is or should be, 1 live my life 
now and think the best 1 can do as an 
anarchist today is lo act as i would aci 
if we had the free society* to live a 
life of rebellion and protest as w'cll as 
of love and fraiemity-and to he!l with 
all doctrines, anarchists or non-anar¬ 
chists!

If Philip will cast his mind back to 
the summer school he will find thal I 
specifically opposed the small group 
who appeared to be advocating some 
sort of impeachment of Freedom Press 
and that I did not (and as far as I am 
aware never have), made allegations of 
censorship against the editorial board 
of the paper. Of course the job of 
editors is lo edit, f would have thought 
that my views on lhai were plainly put 
in Iho opening paragraph of my leiicr 
in which I specifically asked the editors 
to print only those portions of my letter 
that in their opinions were worth prim¬ 
ing. 

The point I was trying to make in 
that letter was. broadly, that just as wc 
regard delinquents as people to be cured
